1. A person shall not operate a motor vehicle equipped
with_high intensity discharge headlamps. For purposes of this
section, "high intensity discharge headlamps' are headlamps
that employ xenon gas to amplify light generated through an
arc discharge.

2. A person convicted of a violation of this section is
guilty of a simple misdemeanor punishable as a scheduled

18 This bill prohibits_the use of high intensity discharge

19 headlamps on motor vehicles. '"High Intensity dlschar?e
20 headlamps'™, also known as HID headlamps or xenon headlamps,
21 are defined in the bill as headlamps that employ xenon gas to
22 amplify light generated through an arc discharge.

23 The bill provides that a person who violates the

24 prohibition commits a simple misdemeanor punishable by a

25 scheduled fine of $20.
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
